Rent Ceilings 
o Be Raised? 


OTTAWA, (CP)—The Ottawa Citizen said Tuesday: 

“A general increase in rental ceiling of from 10 to 15 per- 
cent over current levels may come into effect sometime in Jan- 
uary throughout Ganada, according to reports circulating in 
usually well-informed Ottawa circles. 

“Rentals were frozen in 1941 under the general scheme 
of price control and the readjustment now being mooted 
would increase the rental of the average family dwelling 
by 10 percent with the larger 15 percent boost in rentals of 
heated or furnished apartments, it is said. 

“No comment was available from the prices board in con- 
nection with the report beyond the statement that the whole 
question of rent ceilings was one of high government policy. 


“Tt is sfnificant however, that property owners in many | 


parts of Canada have been pressing for higher rental ceilings 
for some time, on the ground that such increases are justified 
by upward price trends, and also on the basis that higher rental 
returns would stimulate speculative enterprise in the residential 
building field. 

“The prices bard has received no instructions from the gov- 
ernment regarding a higher rental price ceiling, a spokesman | 
for the board told the Evening Citizen. Such instructions would | 
come from the cabinet, it was said, if the matter is being con- | 
sidered. It was said that rental ceilings and similar matters of 
government policy are continually under review at cabinet} 


level.”

| to heal with all other treatments. 
Penicillin, given internally, had fail- 
}ed because in the blood penicillin 
| does not get higher than a certain

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Objects Valid; Means Wrong 


There js no cause for surprise in the decision 
handed down by the Alberta court of appeals 
respecting the Bill of Rights—enacted by the 
legislature and referred to the courts for judg- 
ment as to whether it is or is not within the 
range of the legislature's law-making powers. 

The five judges were unanimous in declar- 
ing Part One of the Act valid. This section 
provides that adult residents of the province 
are entitled to an annual income of $600, or 
more, each; that all are entitled to gainful em- 
ployment; that in the absence of such employ- 
ment each should receive a subsistence pension; 
that all should have freedom of religion and 
receive medical and educational benefits. 

To legislate in these matters is declared to 
be within the powers of the legislature. 

The judges were also unanimous in finding 
Part Two invalid, in that this would prevent 
banks doing business in Alberta except under 
provincial license and provincial control. The 
licensing and regulation of banking, it is held, 
is a federal, not a _ provincial, responsibility. 
Dual-control is ruled out as unconstitutional. 

Had the decision been the other way, the 
effect could be to place banks under ten dif- 
ferent contro] codes across Canada, The federal 
power would remain unchanged, and in addition 
each province would be free to enact such bank-

ing legislation as it chose, The result would be |

The verdict, in its practical bearing, seems to 
be that the provincial legislature is entirely 


free to carry out the purpose set forth in Part 
One; but in doing so will have to use other 
means then that of interfering in the operation 
of the banks. 


Ottawa Makes Another Bid 


The Dominion has made new concessions, 
in hope of bringing all the provinces into a new 
taxation set-up, And has got results, in the 
shape of an agreement which seems satisfactory 


to Nova Scotia, 
One concession raises the minimum grants 
which a province will receive on account of 


growth of its population or increase in the na- 
tional income, The other provides that a pro- 
vince will receive a third of its pre-war subsid- 
ies, in addition tosums payable in lieu of income 
and corporation taxes and succession dues, 

Both are advanced beyond the original of- 
fers made when the federal budget was brought 
down, The gains to a province will be sub- 
stantial, Both evidence the importance of effect- 
ing a nation-wide agreement or agreements, 
and the readiness of the federal Government to 
give way to provincial demands in order to bring 
this about, 

Four of the provinces have now made bar- 
gains whigh their governments think satisfactory 
and will submit to their legislatures for approv- 


al. If Nova Scotia falls in line, five of the nine 
will have accepted the five-year tax “rental” 
plan, 


Christmas Tree Economics 


Cc. P. R. officials report that 700,000 Christ- 
mas trees have been shipped to points in the 
United States from western Canada, practically 
all from British Columbia, Figures of- exports 
from the eastern provinces have not been giv- 


en out, But on the average well over 1,000,000 trees 
go from Canada each year to be strung with 
lights and imitation icicles by fire-sides in 


homes across the border, 

Home consumption in Canada must run to 
around 2,000,000 trees. In all, upwards of 3,000,- 
000 little evergreens are chopped down in the 
pre-Christmas days every year in this Dominion 
--and thrown on bon-fires or carted off to in- 
cinerators after a brief career as house-hold or- 
naments, 


In the aggregate woodsmen 


farmers and 


earn quite a lot of money, and truckers, rail- 
Ways and dealers also draw revenue, from the 
Christmas tree trade, 


Some years ago this annual “waste’ used to 
move quite a number of well-meaning people 
to hot protests. Correspondence columns of 
many newspapers—and some editorial columns 
as well—were filled with elaborate calculations 
of how many board feet of lumber would be 
saved if this annual slaughter of seedlings and 
Saplings were stopped, 

Forestry experts never joined this crusade 
against the Christmas tree, and the anti-impulse 
seems to have died out as facts became better 
known. Conservation engineers are not and 
never have been seriously perturbed about the 
depletion of our forest resources through the 
cutting for Yuletide festivities, 

On the contrary, they consider this merely 
another market for forest products, a market 
that is permanent and can be fed for all time 
without diminishing our timber supplies, 

There are, it is pointed out, large areas of 


land in Canada which will produce nothing but | 


trees, and if the cutting of Christmas trees is 
done with judgment this will only remove the 
surplus and give the remaining trees a better 
chance to mature, More timber is produced 
from a properly thinned-out stand than from 
an area that is too thickly grown with trees— 
which to fight each other to live. 

It is said that 200 square miles of otherwise 
waste Jand will produce in perpetuity the num- 


nave 


ber of trees now being harvested every year for 
Christmas tree use, There are many times that 
amount of such land in Canada 

Beside one farmer in western Ontario 
makes the Christmas tree his only crop—and 
collects an income of $4,000 a year. What he is 
doing others can do, 

There seems no danger therefore that our 


forests are being depleted by this seasonal raid, 
nor that the supply of Christmas trees will run 
out after a while,

A Political Dead-Lock 
To French readers it must seem that the 


old times have returned, The National Assembly 
has twice tried to name a prime minister who 
would set up a provisional government which 
might not collapse, end has twice failed, 

To break the deadlock, since a country has 
to have some sort of a government, former 
Premier Leon Blum consented to try to form 
a cabinet—on condition that the Assembly would 
not take a vote on his proposal. 

If this seems like a farcical arrangement, 
that is because the stalemate was absolute and 
it was admittedly impossible to set up a gov- 
ernment having the backing of a majority in 
the Assembly. Blum therefore said that, if al- 
lowed, he would name a ministry which he and 
the members knew could not represent majority 
opinion, 

It is one thing to name a prime minister 
and another thing to keep his cabinet in pow- 
er. Frenchmen’ know that from experience, 
better than the people of any other self-gov- 
erning state. Speedy collapse was the common 
fate of their between-wars governments, and 
of their pre-First Great War cabinets also, 

The curse of France is multiplicity of parties. 
At present the groups in the Assembly are so 
evenly balanced that none can govern in its own 
right. That is so nearly the normal state of af- 
fairs that practically every cabinet formed in a 
generation has been a coalition, Usually it was 
a coalition of groups whose creeds diverged like 
the spokes of a wheel, Such a coalition can only 
be built on compromise, and can only last so 
long as the component elements are content to 
| forget their doctrines. 

Invasion in 1914 gave France the most stable 
government it has known in decades, under the 
leadership of Clemenceau. Hitler’s invasion 
| produced the opposite result, and before the 
| squabbling factions could get together France 
| was beaten and enslaved. 

These two incidents might 
have shown French politicians, and the public 
as well, that creedal differences are less im- 
portant than the stability of the state. They do 
not seem to have done so, The voters are ap- 
parently as divided as ever, and their represent- 
atives as keenly bent on preventing any party 
carrying through a consistent and effective na- 
| tional policy, 
| For other nations the moral should be plain.

@ UN Sessions Start World 
On Road to Disarmament 


By James McGlincy 
UN ASSEMBLY HALL, FLUSH- 
ING, N. Y., Dec. 18 -(BUP)—The 
chief accomplishment of the 1946 | 


general assembly of the United 
Nations was to start the world on 
the long road to disarmament. 

All the delegates heading home- 
ward today were agreed on that, 
The more optimistic liked to call 
this eight week session “historic”. 
Even the skeptics thought it had 
been useful and hopeful, 

THE RUSSIAN compromise on 
the disarmament problem was con- 
sidered by most delegates and ob- 
servers as the standout event of 
the assembly. Soviet foreign mini- 
ster V. M. Molotov gave the assem- 
bly the shot in the arm it badly 
needed when he announced in the 
closing weeks that Russia would 
not oppose an international system 
of inspection to control disarm- 
ament. 

What Russia agreed to was this: 
To open her zealously guarded 
rontiers so that international in- 
pectors from UN can come in and 

make sure she is disarming, as she 
will agree to do, when — or per- 
haps if — the disarmament pact is 
signed, She has agreed that there 
can be no veto to prevent such

OTTAWA.—Married nurses who

The government is issuing no 
Officia] statement on the matter, but 
it has prepared for employers of 
married women an accurate table of 
what the new income tax actually 
means, Thousands of copies of the 
table have gone out to employers, 
j}and many hospitals have received 
them. 

It deals with husband earnings 
| from $1,000 to $2,500 annually, whose 
wives earn from $624 to $1,560 an- 


nually. 
For instance, in the case of a man 


/earning $2,500 and his wife earning 


$1,560, the 1947 income tax will be 
$1.55 a week higher than now, or 
$80.60 more for the year. 

In any combination of those two 
incomes, the biggest increase in 
weekly tax will be $1.80, or $93.60 in 
a year, That happens in a case of 
@ man earning $2,000, and a wife 
earning either $936 or $988 annually, 

Combined Income Greater 

The tax schedules réveal that the 
combined income of a man and 
working wife, after tax deductions, 
is greater than that of a married 
man whose wife is not working and 
whose earnings are equa] to the 
total earned by the married couple. 

For example: 

1. A married man earning $3,500, 
whose wife is not employed, has a 
net income of $2,978 in 1947. 

2. A husband earning $2,500, and 
his wife earning $1,000 (total $3,500) 
will have a combined income of 
$2,993 in 1947. 

3. A husband earning $1,750 and a 
wife earning the same amount (total 
$3,500 )will have a combined net in- 
come of $3,015 in 1947.

Radar to Control 
Liverpool Shipping 


LIVERPOOL, (Reuters) Im- | 
mediate introduction of the latest | 
radar aids to navigation will make 
the port of Liverpool first in the 
world to utilize radar on a full scale | 
basis for piloting ships in and out of 
port. The menace of coastal mists 
and winter fog to deep sea shipping 
thus will be eased in the River Mer- | 
sey. 

Ships at sea will be “seen” from 
Liverpool fully 25 miles from port, 
and will be guided into the Mersey 
under the poorest conditions of 
visibility short of absolute “zero.”
